If Tcan understand English, the above extract 
intimates no such thing as that explanations of 
the disavowal of Mr. Krskine’s arrangement, 
were to be sent by Mr. Jackson: On the contra- 
ry Mr. Camuiing tells Mr. Pinkney that the bare 
communication to himself of My. Frskine’s in- 
structions in exienso, was, iv i’se//, aniple and 
sufficient explanation of the refusal to ratify the 
arrangement, inasmuch, as it clearly appeared 
trom the bare reading of those instructions, that 
Mr. Erskine had acted, not only, not in confor- 
mity with them, but in. direct contrudiction to 
them. And so it was. It was not says Mr. Can- 
ning. necessary to enter into any explanation of 
those points. Nor was it. 

He then comes to another and a distinct to- 

ic : 

* I forbear, equally (he says) from troubling 
you, sir, with any comment on the manner im 
which Mr. Erskine’s communications, have been 
received by the American government ; or upon 
the terms and spirit of Mr. Smrti’s share in the 
correspondence.” 

*“ Sucn observations” (he continues) that is 
observations applicable to these two last points, 
“ will be communicated more properly through 
the minister Whom his Majestv has directed to 
preceed to America.” And observation «, that is, 
explanatory observations, as to these two points, 
have in truth been made by Mr. Jackson. In his 
first letter of Oct. 11 he says— 


“Ftouch with considerable and very sincere 
“reluctance upon that part of your letter, in 
“ which you state that Fhad not assigned “ any 
“‘ reason whatever why the reasonabie terms of 
* satisfaction tendered and accepted have not 
* been carried into effect.” 

“ } believe that [had observed to- rou, in the 
“ words of my instruetions, that if his Majesty 
“* were capable of being actuated by any desire 
“ ¢9 retract an offer of reparation which he had 
* once made, his Majesty might be well war-

** servation by a reference fo the particulur ex- 
* pressions, whith made the terms of satisfaction

* were accepted and which at all events put it 
totally oret of dds Majesty's power to ratify and 
“ confirm anu act in which such expressions were 
“ contained.” 

“Twill nevertheless avail myself of thatmede 
“ which he still permits, to repeat to you that 
‘his Majesty has authorised me, notwithstand- 
* ing the ungracious manner in which his former 
‘ otter of satisfaction for the aflair of the Ches- 
** apeake was reecived, to renew that which Mr. 
“ Erskine was instructed to make.” 


This, I amsensible, wants a little explanation 
to the people, though it certainly wamted none at 
all to those to whom it was addressed. They 
knew full well what it meant as will be seen in 
the sequel. And although, Mr. Smith in his ap- 
peal to the people, after the correspondence with 
Mr. Jackson was closed, chuses to sav that Mr. 
Juckson’s “allusions to certain expressions 
wanted that distinctness prerequisite to a re- 
ply,” where will he find credulity to belicye 
him 2 ‘ 

Pwillnow shew what these exprcssions were ; 
what the “ ungracious manner” was; and what 
was the objectionable form in which Mr. Eres. 
kine had tendered repxration. For this purpose 
{ must turn back to the correspondence contain- 
ing the arrangement between Messrs. Smith and 
Erskine, as settled on the 19th of April last, 
committed to type before the ink was dry, so as 
to be published and arrive in New-York, a dis- 
tanee of two hundred and thirty miles, in about 
eight and turty hours, and sent by expresses into 
allthe Western Diswict. just in time to save a 
lost election... Ti.is correspondence has been al- 
most forgotten, and some extracts are necessary 
to refresh the reader’s memory. : 

My. Erskine, in his first letter, after a short 
introdtetion, begins with a recital, that it having 
been represented to his Majesty’s government 
that Congress had evinced an intention of pas- 
sing certain laws which would place Great-Bri- 
tain on the footing of otier belligerents, he had 
accordingly received his Majesty’s commands, 
in such event, to offer reparation for the attack 
of the Chesapeake, &c.. And considering the 
Non-intercourse act as havifig preduced such 
equality, he informs Mr Smith that be hes sueh 
and such terms to submit “ conFORMABLY To 
INSTRVCTIONS.” 

In answer to this Mr. Smith informs him, that 
he has laid before the president his letter in 
which he had declared his Majesty’s desive of 
making honorable reparation, &e (repeating 
the terms) but taking speciai care to omit ev ery 
thing relating to the basis on which the repara- 
tion was tendered, that is the act placing Great- 

jritain on the same footing with France, bv an- 
nulling the preclamation of July 2d, 1807; and 
then informs him that the president receives 
with pleasure his assurances that his Maicsty 


was desirous of an udjusument of differences, and 


that he was ready to “ make cfonement for the 
insult and aggression committed by one of his 
saval officers in the attack on the United Siates? 
frigate the Chesapeake.” But he not only eare- 
fully omitted to make a fair recital, but it will be 
scen, he took special care to withdraw the vers 
grounds on whieh the arrangement purported to 
be made. ‘Take his own language.

Wil any 
one hereafter wonder that his Majesty should 
instruct Mr. Jackson to say that such expres- 
sions, indicated dissatisfaction on the part of the 
American government itself, “* and at all events, 
nut it totally out of his Majesty’s powcr to rati- 
fy and confirm any act in whiva such expressions 
were contained ?” Usineerely and solemnly de- 
clare, fam utterly unable to resist the suspicion 
that these irrevelant and improper expressions 
were selected and made use of for the very pur- 
pose of making sure of the arrangements being 
cisavoved ; 28. the National Intelligencer very 
soon afterwards foretold it would be. 

Ant now I presume that Mr. Canning’s ex- 
pressions in his letter to Mr. Pinkney, will no 
longer be misunderstood. No one will any lon- 
gerbe ata Joss to understand what he means 
when he tells Mr. Pinkney “ft forbear equally 
fiom troubling you, sir, with a comment on the 
‘manner, or upon the terms and spirit af Afr. 
Smith’s share inthe correspondence. Such obscr- 
vations will be communicaied more, properl 
ibrough the minister, whom his’ Majesty has di- 
rected to proceed to America.” As we have 
seen they have been. 

‘Fhe reader I héve no doubt begins: to wonder 
how he could ever have misunderstood Mr. Can- 
ning.. Nor would ever have misunderstood iim, 
Fam bold to say, had not the secretary of state 
taken pains to mislead the public on this as on 
almost every other important fact treated of in 
the correspondence. 

The above, it will shortly be seen, are far 
from the most interesting and important obscr- 
vations on Mr, Pinkney’s letter.

treat 16 the mountain, gravelycame-forward in 
his last official address to congress and to the 
nation, affecting to be embarrassed with “ the 
surplusses- of our revenue,” and pretending to 
tax the ingenuity of the legislature, not. with 
raising supplies, which he wetl knew to be then 
wanting, but in devising wavs and means to rid 
the ceuntry ofthe burthen of a redundant trea- 
sur’ ;—A man “who died(poiitically) with a*** 
in his mouth /” Wt is on record—ttis deposited in 
the archives of his country! It was a deception, 
too, tending, with the ignorant multitude of his 


worshippers, to throw the odium of the present 


. defaleation from Aigstioulders upon your own— 
to make yer responsibie for the sudden change 
efiecied by dis absence trom the neim of gov- 
ernment—for the vanishing of the fairy treasures 
—the rich succession which he handed over to 
you ; Ais friend. 

On recurring to the journals of the house of 
representatives, F find “that so much of that 
* message as related to the disposition of the 
“* surplusses of our revenue in the improvement 
* of roads, canals, rivers, and educetien was re- 
“ ferred toa select commitiee.” Why a report 
has not been made on this subject, is, I suppose, 
ike every other failure of the rourvears, charge- 
abie to the imisconcuct of Mr. Randolph, its 
chairman,—But wherefore that chicf of political 
sinners should have been selected for this im- 
portant task, or for the delicate inquiry at a pre- 
ceding session, recommended by the president 
(along with a book, extracted trom the figuirer, 
aid.resting on the colossal basis of its editor’s 
veracity) “ whether the defect on Burv’s trial 
was im the evidence, the law, or the application 
ofthe law?"—It might puzzle the ingenuity of 
even Mi. Speaker Varnum fair/y to account.— 
But Tinust leave the ex-P: and the great delin- 
quent, Randolph; one of whom-already stands 
ainl the other must soon stand. displayed in his: 
irue character ; to attend to weighticr matters. 

I must egain ask your attention to the secre- 
tary of the treasury’s report. By it, we perceive 
that the expences of our formidadle navy and re- 
dgubtable army (nctuding the Indian department) 
have for the past year exceeded six millions of 
dollars ! and that unless these branches of expen- 
diture are ynmediately reduced to less than‘one 
half of that amount, the nation (even supposing 
no incréase of our present expences) must meur 
an annual deficit of more than three millions of 
dollars! or, in other words, must enter on aca- 
reer, leading to unavo‘dable bankruptey. I be- 
scech you, Sir, to compare for a moment the 
cost of these institutions with the public bench 
derived from them:* or with the protection 
which might have been afforded to the country 
(at one tenth part of their expence) by placing 
arms inthe hands of every able bodied man in 
the comniunity. 

Our gallant gun-boats sail out of port and then 
—sail back again. Our warlike officers pocket 
their pay and emoluments, and peaceably devote 
themselves to wordy warfarc—to the editing of 
ministerial journals in the service of his Gallic 
and itvlian majesty; or, after taking atrip to 
Paris at the public expense. to fit themselves 
with regimentais of the most fashionable cut, 
employ their leisure in carrying messages, mar- 
shalling ladies on the parade of an assembly 
room, and caning members of congress. The 
republican doctrine (out of power) was “© Ad 
bublic money without an equivalent public service.” 
Vhe textis to be found in the political bible. 
Where shall we look for the commentary ? Shall 
we find it in an army receiving fell pay, rations 
and clothing, with empty regiments —ina navy 
where similar abuses have prevailed in the 
actounis of the commander in clicf or the bilis 
so dexterousiy drawn by his friend seneral Smith 
on Deven, Purviance, & Co. through the instru- 
mentality of his brother, our late minister of 
marine. and present seeretary of the foreign and 
home department ef state?
